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During the last nine months, we have made every 
effort to reduce the county expense, and to make such 
needed repairs on the court house and county farm build- 
ings as was necessary. 


We wish to state that we have worked under great 
difficulties during the last year, as the cost of maintain- 
ing our different departments has increased and our ap- 
propriations were much smaller.

At the last session of the Legislature a bill was 
enacted making the house of correction at the county 
farm a jail and at the first of June the prisoners were 
transferred from the Rockingham county jail, thus sav- 
ing a large expense to the county but making an added 
expense to the farm, for which credit should be given. 


There have been more prisoners sentenced than in 
many years previous. 


We have laid 1941 feet of 4 in. cast iron water 
pipe from the springs across the river, to the reservoir, 
replacing the old 244 in. steam pipe, which was entirely 
out of repair, this giving us a sufficient supply of water 
in case of fire. 


There has also been 1200 feet of hot and cold 
water pipe laid to the barns and the hog house. 
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The farm buildings have all received a coat of paint 
on the outside, and at present we are painting the inside 
of the institution. 


The county farm is in charge of Mr. and Mrs. 
.Edgar J. Ham as superintendent and matron, whose ad- 
ministration of affairs has been very efficient, always 
keeping the unfortunate people in mind. 


We have expended a large amount of money at the 
county farm, and there is great need of more work being 
done, so that it may be more sanitary, and a better place 
for the unfortunate people of Strafford county to spend 
their last days. 


The court house has been cleaned on the inside 
from basement to the court room, the outside painted, 
and all water conductors repaired. Two new sections 
have been placed in the boilers and the commissioners’ 
rooms painted and revarnished. 


The children boarded in the different orphanages 
in the state and supported by the county have increased, 
and an added expense has taken place as each child costs 
the county $15 per month for board, which is practically 
not under the control of the commissioners except to 
provide funds. 


There has been an added increase in the amount 
of outside poor due to the textile industries closing down 
their mills, which required time and attention of the com- 
missioners to investigate. 

We desire to thank all the officials of the county 
for the many courtesies that have been shown us during 
our administration.
